A journey into Phuket Town's past begins with a walk 
— one that encompasses treasures easily missed from the back seat 
of a taxi. This isn't a strenuous stroll — about 2km, however a 
real cultural delight. Let the MAP guide you along for historic 
buildings, shops, eateries and special places. 


Follow the trail starting at the Welcome Center (under 
construction, previously the Police Station) || (Intersection Phang Nga 
and Phuket roads). Facing south, walk the block and around the 
corner onto Rasada Road. Follow it up to Suriyadate Fountain (. ) past 
the award-winning Bank of Ayudhaya, Sino-Colonial building 
(on left) N. Continuing straight up on Ranong Road takes you 
through the Fresh Market which is now under construction. 
Turn left at Soi Phutorn to Pud Jow Shrine | and Jui Tui Shrine 


You may choose to loop around from the Suriyadate 
Fountain onto Yaowarat Road, instead. Decide if you will go straight 
along or right onto Phang Nga Road. If you look carefully on Phang 
Nga's north side, about 50m from the corner of Yaowarat Road 
T-junction, you should spot a small archway indicating a Chinese 
shrine (some folks have lived here for years and missed this treat). 
Walk up the narrow soi (lane) and behold the Shrine of Serene 
Light | |. There is a surprise here! See details on the map. 


Further on Phang Nga, note the historic On On Hotel 
where the opening scenes of the movie, The Beach were filmed. One 
street north running parallel to Phang Nga road, Thalang Road is 
a splendid example of Sino-Colonial architecture, dating back to early 
20th century. As you pass, take a moment to appreciate the flavour 
of old Phuket. See if you can spot some of the actual architectural 
characteristics listed on this map. You will see also — or perhaps first 
smell — Guan Choon Tong, an established Chinese herbal medicine 
shop 


Soi Romanee, Satun, Ranong, Dibuk, Yaowarat roads and 
up Rang Hill all add their own charm to beloved Phuket Town. On 
Krabi Road find two grand mansions

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PHUKET TOWN'S SINO-COLONIAL PAST 


During the 19th century, Hokkien Chinese immigrants 
arrived in Phuket following new opportunities in 
tin-mining. Phuket was an important trade centre 
for Indian, Malay, Arab and European traders who 
exchanged goods from the rest of the world for 
tin and rubber. 





Phra Phitak Chyn Pracha Mansion 


9 Krabi Road. The owner, a Phuket born Chinese man (the mansion is named 
for him) owned many tin mines in the early 20th century heyday. This 
grand angmor lao (foreign mansion) 
has been uninhabited for many years. 
Bearing the lucky £9, this estate, 
during the days of King Rama V and 
VI, was used as a meeting place. 
Although a private property, you can 
walk by the gate and view the surreal 
setting. Note the Doric styling in the 
three sets of archways. 





Thai Hua Museum 


Built in 1911 (2454) and known as 
Hua Boon School and Shrine - a 
Chinese Language School of the 
highest levels. In 1946 (2489), the 
name changed to Phuket Jung Hua 
School and again in 1948 to Thai Hua 
School A second storey was built 
in 1934 (2477). Notice the three 
archways with lonic and Corinthian detailing. The walls feature the 
Renaissance period, while the window frames are Roman styling. Bat motifs, 
a symbol of goodness are stucco aspects in the outer ceilings. 





Promthep Clock Tower 
(Promthep Information Center) 


Built during WWI, 1914 (2457), the clock tower 
towered as a four storey structure without a clock 
for 62 years. The original clock brought from Europe 
never made it due to the ship sinking. A clock 
finally arrived in 1976, through Lion's Club Phuket 
donations. Notice the roof resembles an old style 
police cap.

Architectural Features 


Haling from southern China, Hokkien 
immigrants brought the distinctive 
row house or shop house architectural 
styling with them changing the face 
of Phuket Town. 





The row houses, long and narrow, 
combined Chinese influences with 
features of the European Classic 
and Roman periods, producing a new 
style of buildings in peninsular Siam. 





Known as Sino-European or Sino-Colonial styling, 
molded lime patterns, wooden inlaid doors with 
Chinese characters share with European designs 
of Corinthian columns or Doric decoration. 


Now, over a century post Chinese migration, 
when tin-mining made many wealthy merchants, 
revitalization of the town's spirit is shaping a new 
era. Revival of Phuket's Soul! The renaissance 
speaks of beloved, distinctive characteristics.

Ngoh-Kaa-Kee 


As a strong feature of the unique Sino-Colonial 
architecture, 'the five-foot way', arcade or 
ngoh-kaa-kee is the high roof covered, curved 
archway that cleverly joins one shop house to 
the next. This walkway allows the visitor to 
browse many adjoining shops without exposure 

to the weather. You may spot some archways 
that have been closed in and others, under | 
municipal conservation programs, voluntarily $ 
being re-opened.
